December 28th, 1907, the Council 
this Society met consider the question 
Plague San Francisco, and the measures being 
used control it. Plague had been present since 
May, and while there had been temporary de- 
crease the number human cases, owing the 
fact that the medium contact between the rat and 
man was inactive, the incidence the disease the 
rat was constantly increasing month month. 
The peculiar danger attendant these facts was 
that the proportion the population that was not 
ignorance them was attitude crim- 
inal complacency. The press, the great educational 
medium community, was silent, abusively 
ment was spending over $30,000 month fight- 
ing disease that the leading Republican paper 
the city said did not exist. The local Health 
Board, carrying the incubus heritage in- 
efficiency from its predecessor, did not enjoy the con- 
fidence any considerable proportion the popu- 
lace. The Marine Hospital authorities were there- 
fore thwarted every effort looking toward per- 
manent eradication. 

These were the conditions that confronted your 
Council when met devise means educate 
the public the grave dilemma that confronted

Dr. Evans was born Paris, Ontario, Canada, 
1868, and comes old Irish and English stock. 
His early education was received 
schools Brantford, Canada, where later re- 
ceived his academic education the Collegiate In- 
stitute. 

Later life his parents moved Detroit, Michi- 
gan, where entered the Detroit College Medi- 
cine, from which institution was graduated 
1891, shortly after which time came Cali- 
fornia, has remained and has practised his 
profession San Francisco. 1899 became 
secretary the San Francisco County Medical So- 
ciety, which office filled until 1903, when be- 
came president the society. From 1900 1903 
was secretary the Medical Society the State 
California, and during most that time was 
also secretary the California Academy Medi- 
cine. 1907, the Del Monte meeting the 
Medical Society the State California, Dr. 
Evans was unanimously elected president, succeed- 


ing Dr. Rooney, the previous occupant the 
presidential chair. 

For some years Dr. Evans has held membership 
the San Francisco County Medical Society, the 
Medical Society the State California, the 
American Association, the American 
Association for the Study and Prevention Tuber- 
culosis and the International Antituberculosis Asso- 
ciation. was delegate 1905 the Inter- 
national Congress Tuberculosis, which met 
Paris that year. 1906 organized and was 
made the medical chief the tuberculosis depart- 
ment the City and County Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco, which position still holds. Until elected 
the presidency the state society, was 
active member the tuberculosis committee the 
society. the present time also visiting 
physician St. Luke’s Hospital, San Francisco, and 
associate professor medicine the San Francisco 
Polyclinic. His contributions medical literature 
have been considerable and importance. 
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the city and State, for the duty the physician 
educate the laity matters pertaining Public 
Health. 

The Ccuncil appointed Committee take 
this work. Arrangements were made for meet- 
ing which was held January 18th. Six hundred 
invitations were sent out those representative 
mercantile and civic interests, and attendance 
about sixty, large proportion whom were 
doctors, eloquently attested the all-absorbing inter- 
est this serious dilemma presented the citizens.

When contemplate the spectacle the 
ness interests and the press.engaged in, not only 
acknowledging, but disseminating the truth regard- 
ing the condition, and recall the shameful policy 
denial that obtained previously, and which con- 
stituted the greatest menace our industrial and 
physical security, the conviction the power the 
profession educational influence brought 
forward with directness which encouraging. 


What the organized profession can with pub- 
lic opinion, the individual physician can and should 
his more limited sphere with those with whom 
comes contact. That this duty the physician 
not generally observed apparent the most 
casual observation; and the responsibility for this 
non-observance must first all laid the doors 
our medical schools, for hygiene not given 
the prominence the curriculum that deserves. 
Until our schools more fully recognize the neces- 
sity for separate chairs for hygiene, can not 
expected that our graduates can start their career 
with true realization the importance this 
subject. The struggle for existence the medical 
profession not conducive the development 
altruistic ideas, and, unless these duties are very 
thoroughly instilled into the undergraduate, will 
necessity enter upon the duties his career, in- 
different his responsibilities guardian 
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Public Health. And indifferent does become 
that too often the chief offender. The popu- 
lar but unreasoning fear and “drafts” 
too often responsible for the stifling atmosphere 
surrounding the pneumonia patient, whose chief 
source oxygen supplied him from reservoir 
containing the variety—an atmosphere 
pestiferous that frequently found the at- 
tendant’s consulting room, devoid 
picion ventilation. “night air” 
and “fog” has caused countless sacrifices tuber- 
culosus victims the Moloch, while 
indifferent profession has suffered the rapacious 
land-holder extract his “pound flesh” from 
the inhabitants his insanitary tenements.

“routine duties” until again aroused some new 
catastrophe. examinations all school 


children and school-teachers would reveal the fact 
that considerable proportion them suffer from 
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physical defects which should prevent their at- 
tendance. examinations children teachers 
are made San Francisco, and yet, according 
Williams, New York, 134,000 the school 
children examined that city, 90,000 were need 
medical treatment, and considerable number 
these were menace their companions. 


What has the physician with all this? 
responsible for the dereliction duty the 
part school and health boards? think must 
responsible through his medical society, whose duty, 
clearly laid down our Constitution, “to 
enlighten and direct public opinion regard 
the great problems state medicine, that the 
profession shall become more capable 
able within itself, and more useful the public, 
the prevention and cure disease, and prolong- 
ing and adding comfort responsible 
his individual capacity because has failed 
instruct the parents the necessity properly 
attending the health their children.

For several years the 
Milk Commission the San Francisco County 
Medical Society has vainly endeavored create 
that city demand for clean milk. Children are 
alcoholized and dosed with nostrums for digestive 
maladies, the result improper feeding, pro- 
fession that largely suffers itself taught mod- 
ern therapeutics the patent medicine and food 
manufacturer. Philanthropists cry out for funds 
for the support hospitals for children poisoned 
dirty milk from tuberculous herds, while 
suffer these bacterial emulsions daily fed 
our patients, and placed upon our own tables.

Are we, the profession today, rest unmindful

REPORT THE COUNCIL. 


Your Council herewith presents the report the 
work which has passed through its hands since the 
last meeting the Society. Eleven meetings have 
been held and the attendance has been most gratify- 
ing. unusual conditions following the disaster 
1906 and the resulting sudden adjournment 
the Society, forced upon the Council rather peculiar 
duties. Del Monte was selected the Council 
the place for the last meeting, and the various mat- 
ters which had come before that time were 
ratified last April the House Delegates. 

order that the work might the better car- 
ried on, the Council authorized the President in- 
crease the Pure Food Commission five members, 
and took similar action regard the Committee 
Arrangements. the meeting October the 
resignation Dr. Mattison from the 
Council was accepted, and recommendation 
had been received from the Los Angeles County 
Association, for filling the vacancy, the Council 
elected Dr. Pottenger fill said vacancy 
until the time this meeting. 

December 28th, the request the Presi- 
dent, meeting the Council was held con- 
sider the presence plague California and dis- 
cuss the action the Council that connection. 
was regularly moved and carried that the Presi- 
dent the State Society, Dr. George Evans, 
authorized appoint four other members act 
with him committee five wait upon the 
business and commercial organizations San Fran- 
cisco, and the name the Medical Society 
the State California, urge upon them the neces- 
sity for public awakening the immediate dan- 
ger the situation. President appointed 
act with him such committee, Drs. Sherman, 
Williamson, Parkinson and Gallway. You are all 
doubtless aware that the successful work that 
committee has brought about wonderful awaken- 
ing San Francisco and most energetic sanitary 
campaign. 

One the gravest tasks confronting the Coun- 
cil was the successful carrying through the work 
the Society while the same time financing its 
obligations. The statements financial condition, 
and from the auditor who experted the accounts, 
will show you what has been done. You will note 
that during the year 1907 $2,616.85 was paid out 
for obligations previous years (some this debt 
going back far 1905), that our liabilities were 
reduced during the same period the sum 
$997.16, which amount must added $450.00 
paid for paper used 1908, and $200.00 cash 
fund, making total cash gain for the year $1,- 
647.16. 

The statement cash April 1908, shows you 
that would possible for the Society liquidate 
all its indebtedness once, such action were re- 
quired necessary. But the necessity for carefully 
husbanding our resources during 1907 has made 
impossible prosecute the work organization 
should have been done. With the coming 
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1908 and somewhat easier financial condition, 
was the intention, expressed previous meet- 
ing the Council, resume the active organiza- 
tion work which had previously been done the 
Secretary. This, however, was greatly interfered 
with the operations the Plague Committee 
and the resulting Citizens’ Health Committee, 
which required almost the entire time several 
officers the Society, notably the President and the 
Secretary, who had planned undertake the or- 
ganization work. 


Your Council earnestly recommends that, the 
holder our note for $2,000.00, Mr. Tait, 
perfectly willing allow the note run longer, 
only portion taken this year and the 
funds thus made available judiciously employed 
continuing the interrupted work organization.

During the year 1907 one the principal occu- 
pations the was endeavor save 
money order that the obligations previous 
years and the losses from the disaster 1906, might 
made up. This matter will presented you 
the Council and will sufficiently reveal the finan- 
cial condition the Society. 

Register has been source 
expense the Society for some years. For this 
reason the Council authorized the Secretary en- 
ter into agreement with Mr. Kaplan which 
released the Society from all financial obligations and 
secured sufficient number copies for all mem-. 
bers. The Society supplies the information and 
copyrights the book; Mr. Kaplan publishes and 
furnishes copy each member. this way 
saving from $200.00 $500.00 secured. 
has been extremely difficult secure accurate in- 
formation for the Register and the last edition con- 
tained larger number errors than usual. The 
work has gone steadily forward, however, and 
believe that the next edition will more accurate. 

The spite the panic and some 
other adverse conditions, did well from 
point view during 1907, you may see from 
financial statement your hands. During the pres- 
ent year the gross amount which confidently ex- 
pected receive from advertising will less than 
previous years, largely due two causes. The 
ruling that preparations which had not been ap- 
proved the Council Pharmacy and Chemistry 
NAL after January 1908, the expiration 
existing contracts, caused drop several pages 
advertising, which was highly desirable that 
should drop.

Certain- 
ly, far your secretary concerned, nothing 
connected with the last meeting the 
was more interest value him than the meet- 
ing state secretaries just referred to. 

There are many separate committees commis- 
sions, some this society and others having other 
origins, which have do, more less, with the 
education the public sanitary lines and the 
enactment public health legislation. some 
way all these various bodies, now having very 
miscellaneous aspect, should brought into line and 
into touch with each other order that time, work 
and energy may economized and greater useful- 
ness result.

The Pure Food Commission was special Com- 
mittee our Society authorized the House 
Delegates and Council the 1907 meeting Del 
Monte, and consists five members appointed 
the President the Society. 

Our President, Dr. Evans, appointed the first 
Commission, the following members: Dr. 
Mattison (Chairman) Pasadena, Dr. Langley Por- 
ter, San Francisco; Dr. Snow, 
Dr. Stanley Black, Pasadena, and Dr. George 
Kress, Los Angeles. 

its meeting organization Dr. Snow was 
present, and that time Dr. Kress was elected 
Secretary and the general work attempted 
mapped out.

will noted from the above that the plan con- 
templated strong and yet flexible organization 
with central committee the head and local and 
county committees bring into play the influence 
all persons interested public health work 
throughout the state. 

The members the state central committee early 
felt that the work accomplished was public 
health work generally, rather than only work con- 
nected with pure foods, and have acted accord- 
ance with that idea. The central committee also 
learned early its active work, that was well 
have number measures under way one 
time, since the time element entered into every one 
these problems owing the difficulty securing 
proper legislation, and having several under con- 
sideration the same time the meetings were more 
profitable. 

The central committee was designedly made 
have three its five members close geographical 
proximity, that method allowed more frequent 
meetings and consultations. Acting conjunction 
with the pure food committee the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association, the central committee 
took the work attacking some the public 
health problems Los Angeles county and city. 

the chairman the Los Angeles committee 
was Dr. Powers, the Los Angeles health 
officer, and the secretary the central commit- 
tee held the same position the county committee, 
the work moved forward without hitch any kind. 

Some the problems considered were pure milk, 
bakeries, water, restaurants, tenements, smoke, 
vegetables, and county health ordinance. 

all, more than thirty regular meetings were 
held, say nothing many informal conferences 
between the members. 


The meetings were held usually night the 
the health officer Los Angeles. Sundays 
and some work days, not infrequently found the 
members the commission, automobiles, touring 
the country for miles around investigation 
dairies general, inspection the newly 
started Pasadena Certitied Dairy, investigat- 
ing the water supply the city, examining 
manufacturing and gas plants, that the members 
might note for themselves the propositions involved 
abatement the smoke nuisance, for instance. 
During the summer months, about all the 
dairies Los Angeles county were inspected; also 
the water supply Los Angeles. may 
interest consider briefly what has been attempted 
these various activities. 

The committee was able considerable 
service the health officer Los Angeles ar- 
ranging meetings dairymen and securing their 
co-operation attempt proper inspection 
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dairies. The agitation resulted finally ap- 
pointment seven milk inspectors instead two, 
and sequence, the milk supply Los Angeles 
much improved. this connection the milk com- 
mittee would recommend that our committee 
legislation work have the present State Dairy 
Board done away with, and the safeguarding that 
most important food product given over the State 
Board Health, where belongs, rather than 
charge group lay milkmen and politicians. 

Pasadena the committee was able secure 
the co-operation wealthy citizen who has started 
certified dairy. commission hopes also within 
the coming year secure such certified dairy for 
Los Angeles. the exhibit the commission, 
plans and photographs, showing what has been ac- 
complished this direction are shown. 

Through the efforts Dr. Black, health officer 
Pasadena, better milk ordinance has been se- 
cured, and probably one the best ordinances 
the state, provides for the tuberculin testing 
all milch cows supplying milk Pasadena. 
smoke ordinance was also secured for Pasadena. 

The smoke nuisance had begun assume. grave 
proportions Los Angeles, owing the indiffer- 
ence the gas and other large corporations and 
after long battle the commission finally saw the 
ordinance recommended and the board 
health passed without dissenting voice the 
city council, simply because sentiment had been edu- 
cated the point where councilman dared vote 
against the measure. While attempt made 
stringently enforce this ordinance present, much 
improvement has already resulted, and the manu- 
facturers are taught how run their furnaces, the 
provisions the ordinance for violations will 
more strictly carried out. 

The basement bakery, and meal and flour food- 
stuffs were another problem attacked, and or- 
dinance was passed which will greatly eliminate 
basement bakeries and insure greater cleanliness 
the making these food products. 

Here, all else, the commission slowly felt its 
ground, first, deciding what wished work 
for, and then learning the other phases the prob- 
lems conference with the vested interests most 
involved; and always the good will these vested 
interests were sought. 

During the time your commission was making 
efforts secure the various ordinances, secured 
the co-operation the engineers all grades prac- 
ticing their profession Los Angeles, help 
frame smoke ordinance, that would acceptable 
all classes. This necessitated several meetings 
all the prominent engineers all classes, including 
the chief engineers the various railways entering 
Los Angeles, the stationary engineers, and alto- 
gether calling some the representative 
men. 

The same plan was followed with the bakers, one 
conference being with some the bakers.

REPORT THE COMMITTEE 
MEDICAL EDUCATION. 
By F. DUDLEY TAIT, M. D., Chairman. 


The dominant note medical educational mat- 
ters California during the past year the 
standard requirements the strict en- 
forcement which California owes its foremost 
position among the states well its controversies 
the legislature, the courts, and with medical 
colleges. 

the now famous Arwin case, involving the same 
principles the equally famous but untried case 
Dr. Edith Claypole, the Supreme Court, for the 
the second time, has sustained the association stand- 
ard. court held that the legislature could 
not intelligently fix the standard requirements, 
these were subject natural change from time 
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time; the C., the other hand, would 
ever touch with advances medical science, 
and could the more satisfactorily fix the standards 
requirement. 


Your committee has investigated the medical 
schools this state conjunction with the council 
education the A., organization with 
ramifications over the entire United States, develop- 
ing tremendous force which judiciously wielded 
must prove most potent factor advancing the 
cause medical education this country. With 
the exception two institutions, your committee 
found all sides honest endeavor enforce 
the legal standard requirements. While several 
our colleges are far advance said standard 
the matter college curriculum, and compare 
favorably with the best American colleges, your 
committee noted regrettable misunderstanding 
the matriculation requirements the part col- 
lege deans general. Hence long list irregu- 
larities directly traceable college deans, but for 
which the innocent student must Many 
California graduate has been denied the privilege 
practicing his profession this state through 
errors matriculation. While strict constructionists 
may contend that the Board Medical Examiners 
should concern itself only with applicants for 
licenses, believe, nevertheless, the state owes 
advice and protection students, and your com- 
mittee respectfully tenders its services and the use 
its voluminous files the board examiners 
and college deans view correcting great in- 
justice. 


The California Eclectic College, Los Angeles, 
owes its existence violations the medical act. 

The College Physicians and Surgeons, San 
Francisco, has repeatedly declined give any in- 
formation whatsoever to, inspected by, the 
Board Medical Examiners, the State Medical 
Society the San Francisco County Medical 
Society. reporting repetition illegalities 
this college, your committee cannot forbear note 
the anomaly college dean ignoring associa- 
tion which assisted founding: Dr. Winslow 
Anderson was the first secretary the 

How has the new medical law operated 


the three radical innovations characterizing 
the new law, two were principally designed for the 
relief the southern part the state. First, the 
absolute control second the prosecu- 
tion illegal practitioners the Board Medical 
Examiners. 

From 1901 1907, the Osteopathic Board issued 
over 900 certificates practice osteopathy, term 
which one has been able define, but which, 
according its followers, includes all the branches 
the healing art, and, the present time, 
statute forbids them practicising any all said 
branches. Under the present law, all non-medical 
graduates have failed most miserably the examina- 
tions for licensure. When remember that the 
matriculants single osteopathic college this 
state greatly outnumber those all the medical 
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schools the state, the advent single com- 
posite examining board would seem not untimely. 
The section the new law making the board 
prosecuting body has operated successfully, although 
applied, regret say, only sporadically. That 
financial contributions from county societies will 
required for prosecuting purposes, has now been 
definitely demonstrated, but nothing permanent 
can accomplished without the moral co-operation 
said societies. 

California, other states, the schools 
exacting the highest entrance qualifications, have 
the fewest failures examinations for licensure. 
Three reasons may cited for what the casual 
observer calls the inordinately high percentage re- 
jections the California licensing examinations: 


First, unlike Eastern states, California receives 
large proportion applications from practitioners 
ten more years’ standing, many whom, look- 
ing upon the examinations the light lottery, 
take chance, without adequate preparation. 

Second, ever since 1903 small quota the 
examiners have strictly avoided the prevailing quiz 
system, and, addition practical tests, have 
framed questions capable measuring the appli- 
cant’s general observation and his capacity co- 
ordinate and apply knowledge rather than testing his 
memory. Such examination necessarily elimi- 
nates the product inferior cramming schools. 


Third, the numerous changes the composition 
the board and the frequent rotation subjects 
among its members, are not conductive experi- 
ence conducting examinations. 

Although all sympathize with the applicant 
who would have his examiners demonstrate their 
fitness prior taking office, cannot have too 
many safeguards thrown around the entrance 
medical practice. 

Why was the reciprocity clause stricken from the 
California statute? For least one excellent 
reason: Many state boards failed investigate col- 
leges and credentials required California. 
Hence grave injustice California graduates, 
each whom was most rigidly investigated rela- 
tion his preliminary education and college cur- 
riculum. Reciprocity would admit this state 
seventy per cent the applicants rejected the 
California examinations. 

Your committee believes that reciprocity may and 
should come with uniform legalized standards for 
all practitioners, investigating boards and the strict 
enforcement the laws. Under such plan, hu- 
manity will the gainer. 

The work the Board Medical Examiners 
not much conducting examinations, en- 
forcing the provisions the law relating pre- 
liminary educational requirements, the extent, char- 
acter, duration and regularity the college course. 
our estimation, the work the board far 
reaching. Its interstate relations are invaluable and 
unlimited. The board sits judgment the 
product the medical colleges, and turn may 
dictate these colleges broader and more practi- 
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cal line medical education. Untiring energy, 
executive ability and impartiality are far more 
needed for the enforcement the law than for the 
formulaton suitable questions and correcting the 
answers. 

California has helped and being watched 
many states. When year ago the sought 
model medical act for the entire United States, 
Michigan, California and New York were accorded 
the preference, and the chairman your committee 
had the honor presenting his report last week 
Chicago. Far better than individual efforts, the 
practical correlation the various militant forces 
the state society would prove most potent factor 
popularizing medical laws and thereby helping 
their execution. cannot afford less ener- 
getic: must not less consistent. self- 
respecting member this society should strive 
unceasingly lift our colleges out commercial- 
ism, and lift our board examiners out politics. 


REPORT THE PRESIDENT THE 


HOUSE DELEGATES. 
The reports the council and secretary the 


work the society during the year, leave very 
little that could properly come within the limits 
say this body that the development the 
society has for many years engaged activities 
very great extent, and term the presidential 
chair has brought certain convictions relative 
the necessity for organization work along certain 
lines, which wish submit you, with recom- 
mendations. 

The year which has past has witnessed collec- 
tive deflection from the membership about seven 
per cent, and the causes militating account for 
such loss should engage our serious attention. 
commonwealth where the number the profes- 
sion steadily augmented year year, where such 
large proportion the physicians are not enrolled 
the membership list the state society, and 
where membership vital the very existence 
every physician who seriously realizes the part 
should fill the medical body politic, this 
organization, were properly fulfilling its func- 
tions, would necessarily steadily increase member- 
ship. The problem becomes more acute when 
contemplate the fact that the two largest county 
societies, where one would naturally look for the 
evidence most complete organization, the loss 
has been great. San Francisco has lost mem- 
bers during the year, and Los Angeles 18. not 
unmindful the fact that San Francisco dis- 
turbed conditions following the disaster 1906 
have disorganize our ranks certain 
extent; but believe that the society must take 
some share the responsibility, not making 
its power felt more the community. The dis- 
aster brought with problems solved which 
the organized profession should have led, but 
which, regret say, took part. refer 
particular matters pertaining public health. 
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The constitution component societies provides 
for the necessary machinery, but the fault lies with 
the perfunctory way which committees are 
chosen, and the perfunctory manner which they 
their work. affords great pleasure and 
satisfaction acknowledge the activity the Board 
Directors the San Francisco County Medical 
Society making its influence felt last year the 
reorganization the Board Health that city, 
time when crisis seemed hand. the 
other hand, this demonstration power only em- 
phasizes the ability the society the power 
the community should be, were its activities 
always properly directed. regretted that 
this activity was not displayed the tenement house 
legislation, the plague situation, and more 
active support the work the local Board 
Health. 


the function county societies educate 
the laity many the large problems state 
medicine, and this end public meetings should 
frequently held. are consistent ex- 
ponents preventive medicine, then must in- 
struct the layman these matters which 
ignorant. The necessity this was recognized 
this body last year, and the president was em- 
powered appoint committee publicity, the 
function which committee was prepare material 
for publication the lay press. was most 
important committee, and regret that has ap- 
parently been inactive. 

The American Medical Association, recognizing 
the county becoming practical post- 
graduate has prepared course instruc- 
tion, which enthusiastically taken 
certain quaiters. The county society will never fill 
the place planned for the comprehensive system 
organization the American Medical Associa- 
tion, until becomes active post-graduate in- 
stitut‘on, with enrollment composed every 
respectable the community; and this 
should the goal every component society. 

means this end, would recommend that 
the council should, during the coming year, actively 
take the organization work the different 
counties, was done prior 1906, and the 
funds the society permit, this house delegates 
should empower the council employ paid organ- 
plan has been used successfully else- 
where, and conviction that much good 
work would result from its adoption. 

The component societies should urged take 
the matter public health legislation with their 
respective legislators, and with their local health 
boards. means public meetings the laity 
should educated the importance such pro- 
posed legislation, and each society should have 
committee public health and legislation, which 
should performing its duties more than 
merely perfunctory manner. 

The work the Pure Food commission, which 
has been most active during the year, should put 
into permanent shape the house delegates. 
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that end would recommend that permanent 
committee public health established, con- 
sisting central committee five, with repre- 
sentative from each county society. This composite 
body could well carry the work compre- 
hensive way, working entire harmony and con- 
junction with the county society committees, but 
having much larger functions. should meet not 
less than once three months, and should arrange 
for regular meetings with the State Board 
Health. 

conclusion would call your attention the 
great work being accomplished the Council 
Pharmacy the American Medical Association 
its crusade against the nortrum evil. valuable 
assistance rendered certain lay publications em- 
phasizes the fact that the public being aroused 
the dangers the great American fraud. this 
connection with small degree pleasure and 
satisfaction that remind you that this great move- 
ment had its inception the institution our own 
State Journal, and its development largely the 
result the indefatigable energy the secretary 
the society.

Pure Food.—Your committee can not refrain from 
emphasizing the admirable and exhaustive report 
the pure food commission this Society and 
accordance with the suggestion the chairman, 
recommends that the title the committee 
changed that “public health” already pro- 
vided for when dealing with the report the presi- 
dent. (Vide ante.) 


Medical Education. Carelessness Deans.—Your 
committee believes that the point raised the 
committee medical education regarding careless- 
ness deans the matter matriculation require- 
ments vital one and recommends that the ques- 
tion referred the committee medical educa- 
tion give effect whatever manner seems 
most expedient. 


Prosecution Illegal com- 
mittee feels that this function the board ex- 
aminers most valuable feature the pro- 
tection the public and recommends that measures 
taken inform the county societies the 
necessary preliminary steps whenever the same can 
undertaken without expenses such societies. 


Permanence committee 
agrees with the suggestion the report relating 
permanence members the board; the same 
time must recognized that the Society can only 
control this limited extent through 
more efficient professional organization.

Educational Requirements.—Your committee feels 
that this Society should record approving 
the work the board medical examiners 
dealing with educational requirements and standards 
apart from mere perfunctory examinations. 

College Physicians and com- 
mittee notes with regret that this college has seen 
fit lay itself open censure refusing afford 
facilities for obtaining information the matter 
educational requirements and recommends that 
the question referred the council for investi- 
gation and report the next annual meeting.

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THE WEBER MURDERS. WAS ADOLPH 
WEBER 
ROBERT ROONEY, D., Auburn. 


May 26th, 1904, the Placer County Bank 
was robbed during business hours lone robber. 
The act was spoken the time either the 
work insane man, that old and hard- 
ened criminal, utterly regardless results. 
ditions favored the robber, patron the bank 
happened enter whilst was there, thing 
which might not happen again for months. The 
cashier was absent for few moments, the manager 
was his private room, and but one man was be- 
hind the counter: fact which the robber had 
means ascertaining previously. The robber en- 
tered and approached the cashier’s window and pre- 
sented paper, demanding all the coin the in- 
stitution, backing the demand with leveled 
revolver. The clerk pretended not understand 
the paper, trying gain time, until some one en- 
tered. The bandit got impatient and sprang through 
the cashier’s window (an act that could only 
accomplished slim, active man), swept about 
$6500 gold into sack which had provided 
for the purpose, sprang back through the window 
and escaped from the building. was seen 
many people when came out, but ran rapidly 
down the street for half block and seized horse 
and light cart that happened stand the curb- 
stone unattended, and made his escape out town, 
followed few ineffective shots. The robber’s 
only disguise was clumsily constructed set false 
whiskers, slouch hat and common cotton overalls 
and jumper. These articles and trifling .22 calibre 
revolver were found concealed the brush near 
where the robber jumped out the cart and made 
his escape into the thick chapparal, about half 
mile outside the city. clew was obtained for 
months the individuality the robber but just 
previous the murders whispers were circulated 
that Adolph Weber was suspected. These were re- 
garded with incredulity, seemed impossible 
that youth eighteen years old could guilty 
such daring crime. The whole affair smacked 
melodrama. murders the following October 
accentuated the previous suspicions, and minute 
search was made the Weber premises, and finally 
$5500 gold was unearthed the cowyard. This 
money was claimed the bank, and opposition 
was offered Adolph, sole heir the estate. 

the roth the following October, between 
the hours six and seven m., occurred the tragic 
murders the Weber family, with the excep- 
tion the son Adolph, who then 
teenth year. This crime was shocking 
cold-blooded barbarity that excited the horror 
the entire country, and even all English speaking 
nations. Now that has almost passed from the 
minds the public, and the murderer has suf- 
fered the extreme penalty for his deeds, consider 
incumbent upon myself review the crime and

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the criminal from strictly scientific standpoint, 
and try determine the mental condition the per- 
petrator the time the crime was committed. You 
will all readily recall the startling stories with glar- 
ing headlines, narrated for weeks the daily press, 
how family four persons were shot down 
cold blood, their own home, and attempt 
cremation made burning the building. Julius 
Weber, the father, was shot through the heart 
whilst sitting the toilet the bath room. Mary, 
the mother, was shot through the chest, from one 
axilla the other, probably whilst the telephone 
calling for help, and again the front the chest, 
the bullet cutting the vena cava superioris near its 
entrance the right auricle. 


Bertha, the daughter, was also shot through the 
heart, and the little imbecile and crippled son, five 
years old, was beaten over the head with blunt 
penetrating instrument, probably the hammer 
revolver, the latter having been grasped the muz- 
zle and used aclub. The smoke and gases the 
burning house had completed what the weapon had 
begun, and the boy died moment after his 
rescue. The Weber home stood isolated hill 
the outskirts Auburn, and when discovered 
fire, and member the family could 
found, the whole household was supposed have 
perished. However, few moments the son 
Adolph was found, coming out drygoods store 
where had just purchased new pair trousers, 
and having the old pair that had just taken off, 
held tightly rolled bundle under his arm. 
ran lightly his burning home and going 
bur- 


window broke the with his 

den, the same time hurling 
flaming interior. was not suspected the 
crime the time, were 


not closely noted, but was 
called many that seemed very cool and un- 
concerned throughout the excitement. When the 
bodies his mother, sister and little brother were 
rescued, half charred and almost unrecognizable, 
some the kind hearted neighbors, thinking that 
Adolph would terribly shocked saw them, 
forcibly removed him from the scene and took him 
the home friend the family. was called 
see him, his condition was supposed 
bad, having been understood for some time the 
public that Adolph was weak and ailing. 
arrived rumor had spread that his mother was 
still alive. This rumor had reached him, and made 
him quite uncontrollable, being determined 
and see for himself whether this was true. saw 
him when this excited state, but outside 
quiet but determined desire his mother, 
betrayed symptom excitement. His pulse 


was normal and was not even paler than usual. 
allowed him out charge two young 
men, and soon ascertained that his mother 
was actually dead, invited his companions 
into ice cream parlor and eat ice cream with him. 
will not take any time the details these 
atrocious murders, but will pass 
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Family History. 

Julius Weber, the father Adolph, came from 
Germany when boy, and had relatives this 
country. can not give any details concerning 
him before came Auburn, was very 
reticent man, and never spoke his relatives any 
one outside his own family. was rather 
morose man, and had little say any one, even 
going around his own home for days without speak- 
ing word. Could his history traced would 
doubt found that there was insanity some- 
where amongst his progenitors. This, however, 
but conjecture. was indulgent father, and 
gratified almost every wish his children, which 
was very proud. was very healthy man, for 
was family physician for twenty-five years and 
during that time never treated him for anything 
but broken was brewer, and had ac- 
cumulated comfortable competence, amounting 
about seventy thousand dollars. 

The mother was also German descent, with 
history insanity, any the nervous dis- 
eases. She was always healthy, both girl and 
woman, and had cheerful temperament. The 
daughter Bertha was bright, cheerful and intelli- 
gent girl, with considerable musical talent, normal 
every way. The young son Earl, had severe con- 
vulsions when about one year old, and had un- 
developed and thickened skull. had congenital 
talipes varus both feet, and was imbecile. 

Adolph Weber was near the close 
nineteenth year when committed his great 
crimes. had peculiarities, ex- 
cepting very long, straight nose, and 
sharp and protruding chin. His eyes were rather 
deep set and closer together than the ordi- 
nary man. complexion was callow and 
pasty. was very light and agile his feet, and 
was good runner. was born normal labor; 
was well developed child, and remained healthy 
until puberty. had measles when about five 
years old, light form. Never had any the 
other diseases childhood, far know, and 
was always the family physician, would have 
been known had; and never had any 
disease accompanied with prolonged high tempera- 
was bright and promising 
graduating from the grammar school 
fifteenth year, with standing 
his was very social his ways 
during this period and 
panionable with his schoolmates both sexes. Dur- 
ing this time his life, was loving and obedi- 
ent son his parents, and they were very proud 
him, and his father destined him for university 
course. When his little brother Earl was born, 
and until the latter was two years old, Adolph 
was perfectly devoted him, spending hours daily 
his care. entered high school his sixteenth 
year, and made good progress his studies until 
about the close the school, when began fall 
back his lessons, and became irregular 
attendance, complaining about his health. this 
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time began practise masturbation excess. His 
second term high school was entirely wasted, ow- 
ing desultory attendance, and refused at- 
tend all after the holidays. 

this time fitted room the basement 
carriage shed and spent much his time there. 
carried many senseless and cruel experi- 
ments small animals and insects, torturing them 
cruel and abhorrent manner. His one amuse- 
ment was raising, training and fighting game 
chickens. any his chickens failed win 
would seize them, and literally rend them with 
his hands, and afterwards trample the mangled re- 
mains into the earth wordless anger and with 
fiendish looks. took long and solitary walks 
and runs, which kept him good athletic training. 
ceased all companionship with old schoolmates, 
holding little communication with any one saving 
one youth who had similar tastes chicken fight- 
ing. began frequent brothels for the gratifi- 
cation sexual desire; but even there never un- 
bent from his unsocial ways, have been informed. 
was fond chess, and was far above the aver- 
age amateur skill the game. played cor- 
respondence chess for several weeks the latter 
part his eighteenth year; knowledge win- 
ning nearly all them. When was eighteen 
would bring his father’s consent. 
said wanted done aid him overcom- 
ing the habit masturbation. the following 
day brought his father with him, and cir- 
cumcised him. About one month subsequently 
came back complaining vague nervous symptoms, 
which attributed the reading quack literature. 
assured him that there was nothing really affect- 
ing him, outside his own imaginary ailments, 
but was not satisfied. returned few 
days, when endeavored gain his confidence, 
that would believe when assured him that 
had real illness, but only got angry and 
claimed that knew better, and that had some- 
thing very serious undermining his health. then 
advised him consult some other reputable physi- 
cian, and diagnosis was confirmed, rest 
satisfied, otherwise would fall into the hands 
the quacks, and afford rich gleanings that pred- 
atory horde. did consult Dr. White, 
Sacramento, whose opinion coincided with 
own. But being still unconvinced, placed him- 
self the hands “electric went 
next advertiser for “the troubles young 
men,” winding with Osteopath, who found 
the true seat the trouble, dislocated lumbar 
vertebra?” returned home minus about 
one thousand dollars his father’s coin, the lat- 
ter believed his boy’s ailments, and was willing 
spend money freely for his aid. was still 
victim imaginary troubles, and became sufferer 
from all the ills brought about constant intro- 
spection. From this time, became very morose 
and sullen, resenting any and all control. 
assumed lordly airs his family relations. 
would not arise until the day was well 
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ordered his meals cooked from specially pre- 
pared foods, and served separately and state; 
became very abusive his mother and sister, and 
often brutally struck his defenseless, imbecile bro- 
ther, against whom he. manifested marked hatred. 
would sit for long intervals deep reveries, 
seemingly without breathing winking, 
disturbed would snarl and scowl like fiend. 
went nowhere for the amusements the young and 
normal man, but continued his trequent visits 


the brothels. 


Then came the robbery the bank, followed 
visit some weeks the whole family 
San Francisco. After his return Adolph became 
more morose and silent than before, and seldom 
spoke any one the family, save order things 
done for him. was seldom seen upon the streets, 
and then spoke only upon being addressed. 


spent his time mostly brooding reveries, 
resenting any interference, and could not bear 
crossed any way, flying into violent rages 
trivial causes. could not bear worsted 
any way, either argument, even game 
chess. His only amusements consisted reading 
books concerning battles and bloodshed, with fre- 
quent visits houses ill-fame. During this 
period his mother frequently told her sister that 
she was afraid Adoph, and that she considered 
herself danger when was one his rages. 


Then came the murders, with quick suspicion 
Adolph the perpetrator. the inquest, when 
the presence the blackened and charred bodies 
his family, never betrayed the least concern, 
shed tear. the funeral, which attended 
under guard, still maintained his indifference, 
nonchalantly gazing the faces strong men 
weeping, and nodding acquaintances. prison 
always maintained calm front, but continually 
grumbled about the ignominious way which 
was treated, and the nature his food. 
planned great battles upon the surrounding hills, 
which tens thousands were slain. wrote 
bloodcurdling doggerel and filthy verses; quoted 
much poetry, erroneous manner, and applied 
his own position. 


his trial never betrayed the least uneasi- 
ness when the most damaging testimony was given, 
and seemingly deemed impossible that could 
convicted. discharged counsel his whims 
directed, engaging others their stead. would 
not allow the plea insanity entertained 
his lawyers, and got very angry they mooted 
the question. changed guardians twice, and 
wanted change again, previous his attaining 
his majority. attained that age before his exe- 


cution. When questioned his guard, whilst 
the Auburn prison, whether robbed the 
Placer County Bank, no, merely answered, 
“Tf did, was just show what could do!” 
This statement made with very grandiose air. 
After his conviction but before leaving jail, 
studied Spanish with one his guards and made 
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good progress. went the gallows with great 
fortitude, and silence. 

From the foregoing history this remarkable 
criminal, the most which have gathered since 
his execution, let try and ascertain, possible, 
whether the young man was fiend human shape, 
insane. will briefly sketch the symptoms 
paranoia, have been able glean them from 
the authorities have had access to, and see whether 
they fit his case. 

Paranoia (para, close to, and nous, understanding) 
has been divided into two types, early and late. 
Paranoia originaria, and paranoia tarda, Amadie 
and Kraft-Ebing.) applies form mental 
disease occuring individuals capable of, times, 
fine education and brilliant acquirements, yet pos- 
sessing decided mental twist. has its origin 
structural weakness the nervous system, more 
often inherited than acquired, and bears close re- 
lationship mental imbecility. one the rar- 
est and most dangerous forms mental disturbance, 
the victim able conceal his insane concepts 
not only from his friends and the laity, but also 
from medical men, until outbreak violent 
character has taken place, which not unlikely 
ease with delusions and hallucinations chronic- 
ally progressive nature, yet there the same 
time retention the reasoning faculties upon 
subjects other than those immediately involved in, 
and directly touching the person’s mental defects, 
until there violent outbreak, until the dis- 
ease has progressed for years. The nucleus the 
disease lies systematized delusions persecutions, 
ambitious delirium. the thirteenth 
fifteenth year, the individual may pass unevent- 
ful life, may even brilliant scholar and 
very merry and lovable companion, both the 
family and out it. Then begins the change. 
longer joins the sports and amusements 
his fellows. drops all studies excepting 
along certain lines. becomes cross and conten- 
tious his family, and contemptuous all ad- 
vice and restraint. sits dreamy reveries for 
hours time. generally has grandiose ideas 
and persecutory delusions. indifferent suf- 
fering outside his own personality, about which 
has morbid imaginings. withdraws into his 
shell, and remains anxious, preoccupied with his 
misconceptions, and indifferent all beyond the 
limits his morbid egocentrism. this stage 
hypochondriacal depression subjective analy- 
sis, mentally disquieted, and studies his morbid 
sensations, real imaginary, and attaches impor- 
tance the most trivial symptoms. time when 
should making schoolboy love, and suffering 
from the milder attacks love-sickness, will 
creases expands into supreme egotism and vanity. 
becomes suspicious, often his own household, 
and thinks they not treat him right, and that 
superior them. Soon completely alien- 
ated from them, and acquires delusion perse- 
cution. Vanity and egotism brings delusions 
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power and grandeur. whose ambition outruns 
his wits may develop any kind grandiose delusion. 
The moral sense lessens steadily from the begin- 
ning, until absent altogether. The paranoiac 
has feeling altruism, and gets pleasure 
from giving pleasure. pain and trouble 
others cause pain him. Whether becomes 
criminal depends circumstances, and 
whether not has the 
sary commit murder. always liar, and 
frequently has perverted sexual instincts. Erotic 
and political paranoiacs are the types most prone 
commit serious crimes. Paranoiacs are often 
intelligent appear entirely responsible 
for their conduct when they come conflict with 
the law. Many their crimes look like the acts 
sane men, and are carefully planned and cunningly 
executed. They also often commit crimes under 
the influence sudden impulse. paranoiac is, 
general rule, perfectly capable advising others 
and for years the reasoning powers may quite 
good for subjects which not affect him. 
says, should never forgotten that the 
paranoiac who, above all others, likely com- 
mit acts violence.” cunning and scheming, 
capable both devising plan and choosing the 
best moment for its effective execution. 

With this short summary the symptoms 
paranoia, taken from the best authorities; and 
from the foregoing history Adolph Weber’s 
few years life, can arrive other conclu- 
sion than that the unfortunate young man was insane 
when planned and executed his abhorrent deed. 

view what have stated might perti- 
nently asked why did not raise voice his 
defense, before his execution. had three reasons 
for not doing so. Firstly, owing close re- 
lations with the murdered family, held deep 
abhorrence for the perpetrator the crime, and 
was blinded his rights. Secondly, like nearly 
all other general practitioners, never made study 
psychiatry, and did not recognize the symp- 
toms the disease when they lay open any one 
skilled read them. And lastly, never knew 
the mass this evidence, until after his death. 
have picked piecemeal since then, and can truly 
say that exonerated, this point alone, 
blameworthy the others. 
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THE FALLACIOUSNESS SO-CALLED 
PATHAGNOMONIC SIGNS 
DIAGNOSTIC

Recurrent attacks abdominal pain combined 
with sensitive McBurney point are commonly 
associated with diseased appendix that the minds 
and actions many surgeons this association 
given pathognomonic significance which does 
not merit, and the number reported cases grow 
monthly which, because this symptom com- 
plex, innocent appendix has been removed, whilst 
the offending ureteral stone situated the brim 
the true pelvis has temporarily eluded observation. 

Rovsing recognition such fallacies lately de- 
scribed pathognomonic appendicitis the test 
which now associated with his name (the pro- 
duction pain McBurney’s point indirect 
means), but Lauenstein has already reported case 
which this sign was present cholycystitis. 
concludes “It not therefore pathognomonic for 
appendicitis, but merely indicates some circum- 
scribed inflammatory process the vicinity the 
colon.” 

The continuous presence occult blood the 
stools after certain restricted diet was for time 
accepted pathognomonic the presence car- 
cinoma the alimentary tract, but now know 
that apart from local rectal diseases the same phe- 
nomenon may occur cirrhosis the liver. 

With the use the thermometer and the recog- 
nition the almost constant association fever 
with inflammatory processes, such fevers came 
looked upon specific infections. yet Freud- 
studies demonstrating the frequent presence 
fever carcinomatous disease, and this not un- 
commonly the absence ulceration, have not 
found their way into the general text books, and 
one frequently hears erroneously stated the bed- 
side that intra-abdominal mass must in- 
flammatory nature because the presence more 
less continuous fever. similar misconception 
often leads misinterpretation the fever that 
may occur the course visceral syphilis, lymph- 
osarcoma, lymphadenoma, and the blood diseases. 

Respiratory System.—A chronic apical catarrh 
has long been associated our minds with tuber- 
culosis that most have some time erred 
regarding such condition positively tuberculous 
when the further course demonstrated its influenzal 
character. Such occasional exceptions should, how- 
ever, way invalidate the law that all such 
catarrhs should treated though they were tub- 
ercular till definitely proven otherwise. 

The presence acid-fast bacilli the sputum 
undoubtedly the surest sign have the tubercu- 
lar nature lung ailment, but such bacilli are 
occasionally found, and yet the ailment non-- 
tubercular character. 

Given case which the findings indicated 
either loculated pleurisy communicating with 
bronchus intra-pulmonic purulent collection,

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one would think that pieces lung tissue the 
sputum showing the alveolar arrangement would 
speak imperatively for diagnosis the latter con- 
dition, yet such conclusion was wrong case 
under the writer’s care which operation 
loculated empyema was found which communicated 
through narrow channel with bronchus. 

failure obtain fluid puncture sus- 
pected case pleural effusion proof that 
effusion not present. well remember 
stance which repeated punctures made differ- 
ent physicians were unsuccessful. The patient re- 
fused operation. The postmortem demonstrated 
extensive empyema with greatly thickened pleura. 

Cardio-Vascular writers assert 
that all diastolic murmurs heard over the cardiac 
area denote organic valvular disease, but diastolic 
puff sometimes audible over the aortic and pul- 
monary regions which apparently due me- 
chanical diastolic movement the air the neigh- 
boring volume lung tissue, for may vary with 
respiration and may disappear altogether, and 
unassociated with any other indications suggesting 
valvular lesion. Further, Cabot has reported two 
cases which marked diastolic murmur strongly 
suggesting aortic incompetence was audible during 
life, and yet postmortem the valves and orifice 
were intact. 

Dr. Herbert Moffitt has repeatedly 
tention the fact that malignant endocarditis 
may run its chronic fatal course exhibiting -neither 
fever nor leukocytosis, both wrongfully supposed 
essential for its diagnosis. 


The pear-shaped area dullness that occurs 
some cases pericardial effusion frequently ab- 
sent that condition, and may present some 
varieties cardiac dilatation which, postmortem, 
effusion found. 

The presence pulsus alternans even now 
considered pathognomonic loss contractibility 
the heart muscle, but apart from the fact that 
two such men Hering and Wenchebach are not 
agreed what pulse tracings shall included 
under this term, the writer general principles 
would doubt its pathognomonic character, and 
seems certain that many patients have heart 
muscle diminished contractile power yet never ex- 
hibit this variety pulse. 

The Urinary System.—The frequent association 
renal colic and renal and ureteral calculi has 
given rise the minds many men the idea that 
the presence absence one signifies the pres- 
ence absence the other. This was strongly 
evidenced patient with one-sided pyelitis whom 
the writer saw through the kindness Dr. Kro- 
toszyner. This patient had passed through the 
hands good repute, and

suffered from pain any kind hint had been 
given him the possible presence stones. The 
radiogram showed the shadows four calculi 
the right kidney pelvis. 
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Albumen and casts have gradually fallen from 
their high estate being the arbiters the presence 
absence nephritis. 


Deanesley writes, “Blood uniformly mixed 
with the urine especially when the tint the 
mixture has brown smoky appearance was 
formerly believed certainly renal origin, 
but brown and smoky urine with blood uniformly 
intermixed may also arise entirely the bladder 
when the bleeding slow and not very abundant.” 

Accepting Mackenzie’s views relative the cause 
the phenomena exhibited during attack 
renal colic, seems questionable whether the whole 
complex cannot imitated contraction the 


gut segment that bears spinal segmental relation-

certain that the less violent seizures can 
have seen such occur the left side, the result 
each seizure being the passage flatus. 


Nervous System.—Headache, vomiting, and optic 
neuritis are triad symptoms that associate 
with the presence brain tumor abscess, but 
Bright’s disease and lead poisoning may call forth 
identical syndrome; the other hand brain 
tumor may found postmortem which has 
given rise symptoms. How tumor the 
frontal region can cause localizing symptoms and 
signs often considered characteristic cerebellar 
tumor evident from perusal the instructive 
reports Collier. 

The Babinski reflex to-day often regarded 
pathognomonic disease the pyramidal tracts, 
but Richter long ago reported its presence one 
and one-eighth per cent five hundred healthy 
persons whom examined, and Rolleston has re- 
ported the frequent temporary development 
dorsal extension response the big toe during scar- 
let fever. 


Gowers that fascinating book “Borderland 
epilepsy, says, “Not long ago was thought 
constant feature; without such loss attack was 
said not epileptic. now know that minor 
attacks are common which consciousness only 
dimmed, sometimes hardly ruffle its surface at- 
tends the sensation which constitutes the slightest 
form attack.”

Radiographic would seem that 
here last one would likely obtain pathog- 
nomonic characteristics many diseases, but the 
present time such not the case. abnormal, ap- 
parently pulsatile, shadow the posterior medias- 
tinum not always aneurismal notwithstanding 
statements the Renal ureteral cal- 
culi not throw shadows which are specific 
themselves. 


The break shadow continuity bone some 
weeks after its fracture not pathognomonic that 
firm, hard, useful union has not occurred, and 
Haenish has demonstrated that syphilitically dis- 
eased bone can throw shadow indistinguishable 
from that cast tumor. 


There are few signs, the names which express 
their pathognomonic character. will instance 
two. 


1st. Gallstone crepitus. The only supposed in- 
stance this that has come under observation 
was due creaking the lower rib cartilages. 

2nd. clots. most typical worm- 
like specimens these have seen came from 
old man with enlarged, bleeding prostate, these 
clots having been formed some part the 
urethra.

The time has come state and teach that 
there are pathognomonic signs the individual 
diseases, that the presence such signs forms only 
one link the diagnostic chain, and way ex- 
cuses neglect thorough and, necessary, repeated 
investigations our patients.

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THE REACTION 


LEWIS SAYRE MACE, D., San Francisco. 
Ever since guinea pigs have been used for stand- 
ardizing diphtheria antitoxin has been observed 
that animals once injected with horse serum were 
liable die upon subsequent injection although 
they were apparently perfect condition and the 


first injection had been absolutely without bad 
effect. 


This peculiar circumstance remained unexplained 
and fact attracted very little attention until 
1904 during Erlich’s visit this country Theo- 
bald Smith mentioned him his observation that 
certain time interval between the first and second 
injection was factor the occurrence the phe- 
nomenon. Erlich gave Otto this problem 
work out and the latter’s monogram! “Das Theo- 
bald Smithsche Phanomen” was the result. 


the same time and independent Otto, Rose- 
nau and the Public Health and Ma- 
rine Hospital Service made systematic inquiry 
into the causes death following injections 
horse serum and later after col- 
lecting great mass experimental evidence they 
described detail their observations this most 
interesting subject. 


Injections horse serum normal guinea pigs 
were found uniformly without result. Very 
large amounts were equally harmless small 
doses. the injection was repeated within short 
time within few days unusual result oc- 
curred. If, however, the injection was repeated 
after interval ten twelve days more the 
animal died with definite poison symptoms consist- 
ing of: 

ist. Evidence peripheral irritation, violent 
scratching, etc. 

2d. and paralysis, especially the hind 
legs. 

3d. Violent clonic convulsions and death from 
respiratory failure. 

The amount the initial injection bore re- 
lation the subsequent result. fraction 
cubic centimetre sensitized well, fact better, 
than large dose. 1/250 was often used 
routine for sensitizing dose and one millionth 
was found effective rendering the 
animal susceptible subsequent injections. 

For this condition increased susceptibility 
foreign proteid the term Anaphylaxis was pro- 
posed Richet 1904 while was working 
the effect actinia poison upon dogs. English 
speaking observers usually prefer use the term 
hypersusceptibility, the translation the German 
word ueber empfndlichkeit. 

Other proteid substances besides horse serum have 
been found possess the power sensitizing ani- 
mals subsequent doses and show the same 
poison symptoms when the necessary time interval 
has elapsed between the first and second dose. Both 
the serum albumin and globulin the blood, the 
casein milk, the proteid constituents peas and 
beans and eggwhite showed

power and identical poison symptoms reinjection. 
The result has been shown independent 
precipitin formation and the haemolytic power 
the foreign serum. general the reaction may 
said specific, viz, horse serum sensitizes 
against horse serum, eggwhite against eggwhite, etc. 

For some years Vaughn and Wheeler® Michi- 
gan University have been working the separa- 
tion poison group from the proteid molecule. 
Recently, while working with eggwhite they have 
used its sensitizing power prove that their sep- 
aration was actual one. found that 
heating eggwhite retort with absolute alcohol 


sodium hydroxide they were able 


split off body which acted like acid and 
gave the proteid reactions, except Molisch’s test, 
which showed that the carbohydrate group was 
lacking. This substance when injected into animals 
was followed the poison symptoms before de- 
scribed and death from respiratory failure. 

The residue, nonpoison portion also gave 
the proteid reactions including the Molisch test, 
acted like base and when injected into animals 
even large amounts gave poison symptoms. 
did, however, act sensitizer the whole egg- 
white, subsequent injections which sensitized 
animals were followed symptoms identical with 
those caused the separated poison group. Sub- 
sequent injections the residue were followed 
poison symptoms thus proving that the separa- 
tion the toxiphore group had been actual 
complete. 

Vaughn and Wheeler offered theory the 
cause this reaction hypersusceptibility which 
coincides with the observed facts and the present 
time may well serve working hypothesis. They 
assume that primary injection foreign pro- 
teid slowly split into its poison and nonpoi- 
son groups the antibodys thrown out the 
cells. Slowly, because the animal being unaccus- 
tomed this form invasion poorly supplied 
with the means defense. The poison group 
therefore liberated slowly and eliminated without 
doing harm. The body cells, however, have learned 
valuable lesson, speak, and second injec- 
tion the same proteid finds the animal well 
supplied with the antibodys necessary destroy 
the invader. Rapid proteolysis the foreign body 
follows, the result being the rapid liberation 
large quantity the poison group and the con- 
sequent death the animal. may seem strange 
that the animal destroyed result its ef- 
forts protection, but should remembered 
that the natural course events the only in- 
vading proteid living proteid and that the condi- 
tion anaphylaxis would this case enable the 
animal destroy the invading germs before they 
had time grow and multiply. 

will noticed once that the period in- 
cubation many the eruptive fevers bears 
remarkable relation the time interval necessary 
for the production anaphylaxis. 

not strange, therefore, that attention should 
early have been turned the production arti- 
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ficial immunity using the split products the 
different pathogenic bacteria. yet too soon 
draw any definite conclusion from the work 
done far, but evident that this reaction has 
decided and important bearing the production 
active immunity. The bacterial bodies 
number pathogenic organisms are capable be- 
ing split into poison and nonpoison groups. Vaughn 
and Wheeler? and Rosenau and working 
with colon and typhoid bacilli find that animals 
sensitized against these germs with doses the 
nonpoison residue were able withstand from 
six eight times the minimum lethal dose viru- 
lent living cultures. Work with some other organ- 
isms, particularly those which elaborate soluble, 
virulent toxins, has thus far not been 
able, but research along these lines promises the 
near future add very much our knowledge 
active immunity. 

The first question that arises looking over the 
work done thus far hypersusceptibility the 
bearing this condition may have upon the therapeutic 
administration antitoxic sera. evident that 
horse serum differs widely its effect humans 
and guinea pigs. primary injection man reg- 
ularly followed symptoms the serum disease 
after incubation period eight thirteen days. 
primary injection guinea pigs followed 
symptoms. second dose guinea pigs after 
the proper time interval passed followed 
acute death. second injection humans fol- 
escape notice. 

Von Pirquet and quote eight cases 
children who received second injection horse 
serum from days after the initial dose. All 
showed this common that symptoms the serum 
disease appeared regularly after the first injection 
within the usual time eight thirteen days. 
After the second dose the symptoms appeared 
once within hours, constituting what these 
authors call the immediate and the accelerated re- 
action. further series cases the same re- 
sults were observed, viz., where the time interval 
between the first and second injection was more 
than days the symptoms the serum disease 
appeared within hours following the second in- 
jection. was the only sign these cases 
this would tend confirm the clinical observation 
that serious fatal results following the injection 
horse serum humans extremely rare. 


Unfortunately, accidents are not entirely lack- 
ing, and the symptoms the cases reported sug- 
gest very pointedly the acute proteid poisoning 
hypersensitized animal. marked cyanosis, 
dyspnoea, cutaneous irritation, oedema and convul- 
sions are common symptoms all the patients whose 
cases are reported whether following the use the 
antitoxic serum diphtheria, streptococcus, Mar- 
agliano’s serum for the treatment tuberculosis. 


This latter agent bovine serum from animals 
which have been immunized against tuberculosis 
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the whole bacilli plus their watery extract, and 
from reports its use the Phipps Dispensary 
might conclude that bovine serum more toxic 
than horse serum has proved be. Laurence 
Flick® the Third Annual Report the Henry 
Phipps Institute, discusing the use Maragli- 
ano’s serum says: complication dyspnoea 
and cyanosis most peculiar one, difficult in- 
terpret and most distressing the doctor and the 
Dr. Landis describes follows: 
three minutes after the injection was given the 
patient suddenly became cyanotic and dyspnoeic and 
was unable lie down. The lips and fingers be- 
came blue and the face deeply congested. Within 
minute she became nauseated and vomited. 
The cyanosis then cleared and was followed 
extreme pallor. While this the only instance 
this complication accident recorded this series 
cases, has occurred other cases and the 
phenomena are always practically the same. 
none the cases which has occurred have the 
consequences been serious.” 


Here have evidently deal with the condi- 
tion anaphylaxis induced repeated injection 
bovine serum. more serious results oc- 
curred must attributed the fact that small 
doses, viz., only were used. 

Occasionally instances have been reported 
which single injection antitoxic serum has been 
followed unpleasant results, and such cases 
are probably dealing either with some unusual 
condition intolerance horse serum with 
condition hypersusceptibility this proteid. 
this connection should noted that the condition 
anaphylaxis transmissible through the mother 
her offspring, and this fact which has been 
thoroughly settled far guinea pigs are con- 
cerned is, believe, the only instance which the 
inheritance acquired characteristic has been 
experimentally proved. may that time goes 
careful inquiry will have made before giv- 
ing serum the patient’s mother has had similar 
treatment and that fact, such the case, taken 
into consideration. 


The minimum lethal dose for guinea pigs the 
average weight was found when 
given From this may 
justified concluding that the lethal dose horse 
serum for sensitized human being much higher 
than any amount which would given except under 
the most unusual circumstances. This probably 
the case since serious accident following its use 
rare. few unfortunate results, then, must 
explained instances very marked hypersuscepti- 
bility this proteid and the problem how 
avoid trouble when giving serum such individuals 
must the object future inquiry. 


Besredka® has recently observed that the induction 
ether narcosis appears prevent the toxic symp- 
toms following injection serum sensitized 
guinea pigs. Whether this procedure will effect 
the development poison symptoms sensitive 
human beings remains seen.

NERVE SEDATIVE.

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cess were cases simple wakefulness. Here 
bromural was used doses from 0.3 0.6 
produce sleep. who tried bromural 
pediatry, found superior all other drugs 
night sweats phthisical patients. maintains 
that bromural sedative for the 
inhibiting the secretion the sudoriferous glands. 

have used circa 540.0 grams cases 
November 1907; and experience, limited 
is, nevertheless encouraging. 


one case neuralgia the plexus brachialis 
there was effect noted. one case 
ophthalmoplegic migraine and periodic paresis 
the oculomotorius the pain was alleviated the use 
this drug. Furthermore, two cases tic con- 
vulsive, the use bromural prepared the patients 
for psychotherapeutic treatment; whereas, prior 
the administration the drug, they did not yield 
suggestion. two cases heart disease (one 
case compensated insufficiency the mitralis, the 
other case degeneration the heartmuscle), 
the use bromural benefited the irritable nervous 
condition and produced sleep, whereas, the other 
hand, the bromide salts, validol, valyl, bornyval and 
the usual hypnotics did not any relief. Ina 
case tachycardia nervous origin the accelerated 
heart action was reduced. one case epilepsy 
the effect was doubtful, because the patient had been 
under bromipin for long time before the bromural 
was used. rest cases were mostly 
neurasthenic patients, men work- 
ing under hard pressure and great responsibility. 
these, well the other cases have mentioned, 
the bromide salts alone, combination with the 
newer valerian derivates, the latter alone, did not 
give good results bromural. Very favorable 
was the effect patients with morbid fears due 
neurasthenia 

Bromural not hypnotic the ordinary sense 
nerve sedative. has calmative action, 
and indirectly produces sleep which shows 
deviation from the action more 
prompt than that the bromide salts. has not 
the depressing effect the latter; does not affect 
the stomach the latter do; nor does produce 
have not seen any undesirable unpleasant effects, 
nor any cumulative tendency. certainly does not 
render the patient less capable for work—a fact 
which frequently observed after administering 
the other preparations bromide. the majority 
cases, bromural was given doses 0.3 
three times day, which seemed sufficient. 

Notwithstanding the fact that new drugs are 
constantly being recommended, with more enthusi- 
asm than objective criticism, for one thing an- 
other, still feel justified call the attention 
colleagues the use bromural sedative.

ALAMEDA COUNTY. 


The meeting March 17, 1908, was called order 
8:40 President Keys, who extended 
few words welcome the members the Home- 
opathic Society that were present. The minutes 
the previous meeting were read and approved. 


Program: Dr. Liliencrantz presented speci- 
men four months’ fetus and placenta, which 
had removed to-day case ectopic gestation. 
The doctor said that had heard that the society 
had asked for specimens clinical cases, and that 
while knew that were all familiar with such 
cases, the peculiarity this case, him least, 
was had previously curetted the 
patient, and his findings only confirmed the condi- 
tion expected, namely, ectopic gestation. The 
laparotomy revealed the fetus not altogether with- 
the Fallopian tube, but the cornua the 
uterus, form interstitial type. The pregnancy 
had probably commenced the Fallopian tube, but 
its growth had dissected the wall the 
uterus, simulating interstitial tumor the uterus. 
The fetus was alive the time its removal and 
gave one two gasps. had had great many 
cases ectopic gestation, but this was his first 
experience the interstitial variety. 


Dr. Lewis Emerson presented case Jack- 
sonian epilepsy patient years old, who came 
him for the treatment severe burn which 
had received from falling into fire. His accident 
was preceded fit epileptic attack which 
came him about once month, ever since had 
his head hurt during the San Francisco earthquake. 
Previous this accident these attacks were un- 
known him. The head injury presented well 
marked adherent scar over the left motor area. Ob- 
servers who had seen the patient one these 
attacks stated that commenced his right foot 
and While the patient was syphilitic, the 
condition resembled closely case traumatic 
epilepsy, that thought exploratory procedure 
was indicated since the last catastrophe nearly cost 
the patient his life.

attempt was made save portion the 
forearm, the old flap operation was performed and 
was found that the blood vessels had become 
fibrous cords; consequently hemorrhage occurred, 
although tourniquet was used. the amputa- 
tion was made point where the blood vessels 
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were normal. The night after his operation, the 
patient slept all night—the first night’s sleep three 
months. was out bed four days and made 
excellent recovery. 

Drs. Archibald and Nusbaumer presented paper 
and demonstration the Opsonic theory, 
claiming nothing original but simply giving syn- 
opsis the work date after the method 
Wright treating infectious disease. Four years 
ago Wright gave the scientific world his present 
theory. One his discoveries was that until in- 
vading bacteria are acted upon the opsonic 
agents, the leukocytes refuse have anything 
with them. The index represents the relative 
amount opsonins the serum specimen 
blood treated compared with the amount 
normal blood. illustrate this point, will 
assume that have determined the opsonic index 
tuberculous patient .5, containing one- 
half the normal quantity opsonic agents which 
are essential successfully combat the infection 
the tubercle bacilli. Having determined the low 
opsonic index, the object the opsonist sup- 
ply the blood serum artificially with opsonins and 
thus facilitate the activity the leukocytes. Wright 
has produced the solution this problem the 
use bacterial vaccines. are taught that the 
positive phase achieved vaccination only 
transient, and that should the aim raise and 
maintain the opsonic index the judicious use 
vaccines. Stock vaccines are not all reliable. 
how far may apply the index the treatment 
infections generally question for the future. 
The opsonins simply sensitize bacteria the ad- 
vantage the leukocyte, few words, Wright’s 
prepare bacteria for phag- 
ocytes devour. Despite opposition 
therapeutic application, the discovery opsonins 
must regarded significant forward step the 
study immunity and pathology general. 

Dr. Nusbaumer then demonstrated the manner 
collecting blood from punctured ear, the way 
diluting the same, also the manner filling the 
capsules with blood tested.
